these laws that prevented any serious 
conflict between the national and gtate 
authouties wnile using the army to af- 
ford proper protection to national in- 
terests

It i»too soon to say that 
the fall of the Manchu dynasty is immi- 
nent, but the news of the spread of the 
Mohammetac insurrection m the prov- 
ince of Khaa Su is alarming. 
The 
British demands must be supported by 
the presence ot our fleet in the Yang 
Tse Kiang, if not by the occupation of 
Nankin. We doubt if the Manchn dy- 
nasty could survive such a shock

It includes four gener- 
ations. A vonng girl may be seen sit- 
ting at one side of the one rooaned 
square frame b'onse, while her mother, 
grandmother and great-gMXumoiiber are 
gqnatted on the earthern floor near the 
door, offering mats and baskets to the 
ship's pa«nengers who ccme on shore.

An Indlu'l Kdnortion. 


The physical training of the hunter 


was a part of the education of every In- 
dian boy and different tribes had differ- 
ent modes of developing the powers of 
endurance. Among the Oraahas the 
youth were taught to run, not BO much 
to run rapidly for a short distance as to 
keep up an even pace for many miles, 
and the habit of careful observation was 
also ijjcnleated. The runners' services 
on the tribal hunt were important It 
was necessary for them to be able to 
travel far in search of the buffalo and to 
return quickly, so that the tribe could 
go forward and the hunters encompass 
the herd before it could move any great 
distance. They must also closely note 
the topography of the coAtry as they 
ran,here and there in search of the game 
so as to be able to direct the tr'be to 
the herd over the shortest route, which 
they might not themselves have travel- 
ed. They must also be constantly on the 
watch for tracks or signs of an enemy, 
lest they should bring the tribe into 
danger, "it was not uncommon for these 
young men to run from 70 to 100 miles 
within 24 hoars, taking very little rest 
and food.—"Hunting Customs of the 
Omahas," by Alice C. Fletcher, in Cen- 
tury.

In many cntes 


the stalks are partly eaten ns tbey stand, 
but there is not einjiipli stotMc to eat 
nearly all. It is difficult to plow under 
the great mass of stalks which roniahi 
on many fields and h.u e them so cov- 
ered that they will not more or less ui- 
terfere with tbe after cultivation, ov 
pecially wheie the land is plowed com- 
paratively shallow, HJ- is> tlifgeiieial cus- 
tom on prairie soils. 


At the best the practice is only a nec- 


essary evil. So far as is practicable it 
should be avoided, especially on soils 
which have been cultivated for a series 
of years.—Prairie Farmer.
